Eisenhower against Charley 
Jones, president of the Rich- 
field Oil Co., and Barry Leit- 
head, president of Cluett-Pea- 
body Co. 

The President, in very good 
spirits, spent a half hour on 
the practice tee before the four- 
some teed off. He joked with 
his aids and occasionally with 
reporters and cameramen who 
were allowed to. visit the Cy- 
press Point Club this morning 
and follow the foursome for 
the first hole. Possibly upset 
by the noise of grinding cam- 
eras, Mr. Eisenhower took a 
six on the first hole. The other 
three men had fives. 

A Very Good Reason. 

He refused to pose for pic- 
tures on the tough sixteenth 
hole and he had a very good 
reason. 

“If I stood there for three 
years hitting golf balls across 
that water I never would be 
able to get one over safely,” he 
said.

At its meeting on June 10 the 
board of directors of the Illinois 
Credit Union League voted to in- 
dorse the candidacy of Orville Hodge 
for State Auditor. Needless to say, 
the board at the time had no inkling 
of the unfavorable information which 
subsequently developed. 


In fairness, it must be stated that 
in those activities of his which re- 
lated to credit unions, the former 
State Auditor was always quite prop- 
er. In fact, it was Mr. Hodge's care- 
ful administration of the Illinois 
Credit Union Act which impelled the 
league's board of directors to in- 
dorse his candidacy for re-election. 
These reasons were set forth in ou!

3. His assistance to the league in 
obtaining legislation authorizing the 
chartering of a private corporation to 
guarantee savings accounts of credit 
union members. 

The officers and members of the 
Illinois Credit Union League share 
the grave concern of all good citizens 
regarding the recent disclosures of 
irregularities in the conduct of the 
office of the Auditor of Public Ac- 

counts. We are indeed pleased to 
note that in no instance was a creait 
union or a credit union official re- 
ported to have been implicated in 
any questionable activity. 

Your statement of a 
state-wide association of state and 
federal credit unions” is unfortunate. 
The Illinois Credit Union League rep- 
resents over 90 per cent of all credit 
unions in Illinois with a total mem- 
bership in excess of 500,000. 

A formal withdrawal of the ‘in- 
dorsement even now would serve 
no purpose whatsoever.

What About Withholding? 


What do Missouri's candidates for governor 
and the Legislature think about adopting the 
withholding method of collecting state income 
taxes? As the next General Assembly is sure 
to be under pressure to find new revenues, this 
ought to be a question worth discussing during 
the campaign. 


Certainly a great many Missourians would 
agree that, before income or sales tax ratés are 
increased, every possible effort should be made 
to increase the yield of the present rates. And 
there is ample evidence that withholding would 
do that. 


Eleven states, according to The Des Moines 
Register, have adopted tax withholding during 
the last eight years, and all have found that it 
brought in more revenue than they had antici- 
pated. In Iowa, where the tax commission and 
a state tax study committee have recommended 
its adoption, it is estimated that the plan would 
increase income tax revenues by one and a half 
million dollars a year. 


One objection usually raised to withholding 
is that it would require payment of double taxes 
in the year in which it went into effect. If 
pay-check deductions started next year, for ex- 
ample, Missourians would pay during that year 
taxes for 1957 as well as their 1956 taxes which 
became due in April 1957. 


From the state’s point of view such a “wind- 
fall’ might not be altogether objectionable. An 
extra year’s income tax revenue would be 
mighty useful, for instance, in meeting urgent 
school needs or some of the capital needs at 
state institutions. If, however, the Legislature 
considers the collection of two years’ taxes in 
one to be undesirable, surely it could devise 
some way of installing a withholding system 
that would avoid this result. 


It is hard to see how any person who. is 
actually paying his Missouri income taxes now 
would object to paying them by the withhold- 
ing method. Many workers, indeed, would 
surely prefer to pay-as-they-go instead of facing 
a lump-sum obligation in April every year 

The tax evaders who manage to escape the 
State tax—and there must be a good many of 
them—can be expected to oppose a withhold- 
ing plan, But their opposition presents one of 
the strongest reasons for adopting it. The state 
income tax ought to be fully and impartially 
enforced, and one of the best ways to tighten 
it up is to deduct it at the source.

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Clear Explanation Needed

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Danger at Detroit 

Is the Atomic Energy Commission taking un- 
due chances with public safety in its conditional 
licensing of a plant at Lagoona Beach, Mich., 
30 miles from Detroit and 20 miles from Toledo, 
to produce atomic-electric power? 

Members of Congress who should be in posi- 
tion to know declare that it is. 

Senator Anderson of New Mexico says the 
commission has ignored, in secret deliberations, 
the report of an advisory committee which 
raised “grave doubts as to the safety” of the 
proposed plant. Senator Anderson is chairman 
of the Senate-House Joint Committee on Atomic 
Energy. 

Representative Holifield of California, a member 
of the joint committee, shares Senator Anderson's 
concern. He declares a small experimental re- 
actor at Arco, Ida. of the same type as that 
now proposed for Lagoona Beach, melted down 
last November under the intense heat, releasing 
radioactive elements. 

It was with the possibility of a similar acci- 
dent in mind that AEC’s advisory committee of 
experts recommended that the Government 
build a plant of that type itself but do so at 
some isolated spot, Mr. Holifield says. 

Gov. Williams of Michigan has been urged by 
the two legislators to take whatever legal action 
he could to block construction of the plant. In 
addition, Representative Holifield has urged 
President Eisenhower to reverse the AEC and 
block the construction. 

These facts suggest still a second question. Is 
the AEC pushing ahead with this doubtful proj- 
ect out of desperation to show some results from 
its policy that private industry shall “go it 
alone” in developing atomic-electric power? 

That policy has accomplished nothing con- 
crete in the two years the AEC has been trying 
it. There was strong criticism at the recent ses- 
sion of Congress. A bill calling for ‘the Fed- 
eral Government to take a hand was passed by 
the Senate and failed in the House by a close 
vote. Adm. Lewis L. Strauss, chairman of the AEC 
and a leading proponent of the “private-indus- 
try-alone” policy, was moved to promise he 
would agree to construction and operation of 
Government plants if the existing policy did not 
show results “within a reasonable time.” 

The commission itself evinces less than com- 
plete confidence in the safety of the proposed 
plant. It expresses conviction that the safety 
problems “can be solved within a reasonable 
time”—a statement implying a plain admission 
that the safety problems are not solved now. 

In defense of its action, the commission fur- 

ther argues that it has granted only a construc- 
tion permit. Before it grants an operating permit 
it must be “thoroughly satisfied” there will be 
no “undue risk to the health and safety of the 
public.” 
If it is built and still proves unsafe, will that 
large sum be charged to the customers of the 
Detroit Edison Co. and more than a dozen other 
utility companies which are among the 26 indus- 
trial concerns joined in the syndicate? 

Representative Holifield thinks not. He thinks

Action is wanted on 
the atomic power front. But it is not wanted at 
any strong possibility of a cost so terrible. 
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The Graph Lines Go Up Again 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics announces that 
the cost of living reached an all-time high in 
July, reaching 117 per cent of the 1947-49 base. 
This means that another penny was chipped off 
the purchasing power of the dollar in the last 
two months. 

It was the fifth monthly rise in a row. And the 
June and July increases were the biggest in 
five years. Another rise is foreseen for August, 
but it is hoped that it will be “moderate” and 
that the price line on the graphs will come to 
rest on a “new high plateau.” 

Consumers will hope so too, for the new levels 
are a disturbing departure from recent experi- 
ence. Ever since the Korea-induced bulge in liv- 
ing costs in 1950-51, the consumer price index 
has held relatively stable. It averaged 113.5 in 
1952, 114.4 in 1953, 114.8 in 1954 and 114.5 in 
1955. A jump this year to 117 is not to be dis- 
missed lightly. 

At the same time the Federal Reserve Banks 
of New York, Chicago, Philadelphia and Rich- 
mond, Va., announce an increase in the redis- 
count rate from 2°4 per cent to 3 per cent. 
The Minneapolis and San Francisco Reserve 
Banks raised their rates to 3 per cent last April. 
And the remaining banks, those in Boston, Cleve- 
land, Atlanta, St. Louis, Dallas and Kansas City, 
are expected to move up to the 3 per cent rate 
in the near future. This is the sixth increase in 
16 months. It brings the rate to its highest point 
since 1933. 

From the New York firmancial district comes 
word that these increases do not mean much, 
and that they already had been anticipated. But 
they are indicators of inflation. The cost-of-liv- 
ing figure means not only higher prices but 
higher wages for those covered by “escalator 
clauses.” The increase in the rediscount rate is 
yet another attempt to discourage inflation by 
making more expensive the credit.on which it 
thrives. So even if there is no cause for alarm, 
there is a definite recommendation of caution.

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Work for County Citizens 

The County Council's decision to study the 
possibilities of a manager form of government 
certainly ought not to rule out consideration of 
the fine proposal by Dr. Victor D. Brannon of 
Governmental Research Institute. He has urged 
the creation of a citizens’ committee to suggest 
more far-reaching improvements in the Charter, 
and this is far more important. 


Dr. Brannon’s idea would broaden a sugges- 
tion advanced by Councilman James A. Singer. 
Mr. Singer proposed that the county create a 
post of County Manager to work with the 5Su- 
pervisor and Council. Dr. Brannon in effect 
then urged: First let’s give the Manager some- 
thing to manage; let's see if a citizens’ commit- 
tee can't suggest a more rational plan for ad- 
ministering county business than the costly and 
inefficient method we are saddied with now. 

The trouble with the county government is 
that it contains too many bosses. Every major 
administrative office is headed by an elective 
official who answers to nobody. Neither the Su- 
pervisor nor Council has any control over these 
officials except through their budgets. To toss 
a Manager into that kind of administrative 
chaos would be like throwing good money after 
bad. Reorganization comes first. 


The county's situation is paralleled in part in 
St. Louis where the taxpayers are required to 
support a whole crew of elective officeholders 
who constitute the city’s “county” layer of gov- 
ernment. This is the stronghold of the bosses 
of the Democratic city <émmittee who have 
loaded their offices with faithiul party workers. 
Fortunately for city faxpayérB, however, a Board 
of Freeholders is at work 6n a new Charter that 
may bring order and merit to these offices. 


In St. Louis county both the courthouse of- 
fices and the courthouse patronage are con- 
trolled by Republicans. There are more offices 
than in the city and perhaps even more patron- 
age, and naturally the G.O.P. professionals are 
quite happy with the status quo. Evidently that 
is the reason for the thunderous silence in offi- 
cial quarters to the idea of a citizens’ committee. 

All of which suggests that if the officials 
won't act the voters may have to take the initia- 
tive. They cannot enjoy supporting costly and 
inefficient local government. 
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Mr. Gibbons Flexes His Muscle

might have hoped for in the current taxicab ¢ 


dispute. 

Not only did Mr..Gibbons accept the sud- 
den assignment here of a one-time muscle man 
from the New York waterfront: he also or- 
dered 50 automobiles to patrol the streets as 
“protection” for drivers who have declined to 
go on strike. We wonder what Mr. Gibbons’s re- 
action would be to similar tactics by an em- 
ployer. Would he be able to refrain from charg- 
ing the use of hired goons? 

The single victim of violence so far in this 
dispute has been a man who is striking, not one 
of Mr. Gibbons’s boys. On that evidence, at 
least, those who need protection are the strik- 
ers, not the Teamsters. In any event, the Police 


Department is the proper agehcy for enforcing 


the law. If Mr. Gibbons's crowd needs protec- 
tion the police are the people to see.

What is the real position of “new 
drugs” in the thefapeutic armamen- 
tarium of mental disorders? 

Chlorpromazine (Thorazine and Lar- 
gactil are trade names; so is Sparine, 
a promazine) is the most potent of the 
new tranquilizers. 


Chemically, chlorpromazine is related 
to anti-histaminic substances. It moder- 
ately reduces blood pressure, lowers 
the metabolism and body temperature 
and prevents vomiting. In general, it 
has an inhibitory effect on the vegeta- 
tive nervous system, affecting in par- 
ticular the structures at the base of 
the brain. . 

The other major “new” tranquiliz- 
ing drug, reserpine, is an alkaloid de- 
rived from the root of the plant Rau- 
wolfia Serpentina. 

The root has been used for centuries 
in India for the treatment of nervous 
and other ailments. But even in India 
the drug rested in medical oblivion 
until the late "30s, when the beneficial 
effects on mentally ill patients were 
first reported in a scientific journal. 

Reserpine’s action on blood pressure 
is similar to that of chlorpromazine 
but less rapid and more sustained. Its 
action on the central nervous system 
is inhibitory and consists of a reduc- 
tion of the activity of the central sym- 
pathetic nervous system. The effects of 
both in psychiatric cases are also rela- 
tively similar. 


As to the Basic Illness 


A considerable portion of the patients 
lose their excited behavior and become 
more manageable and accessible: a 
small number, particularly manic states, 
“recover” after relatively prolonged 
use without the aid of any other treat- 
ment. 


Distinction should be made between 
a manageable co-operative patient and 
one who is psychologically recovered. 

A quiet and tranquilized patient may 
be, from a psychological point of view, 
in much poorer condition than an agi- 
tated, aggressive and anxious one. 


The most glowing and “revolution- 
ary” reports on the drugs have come 
from state hospitals. Doctors who for 
years have been struggling with “agi- 
tated wards” welcome any alleviation 
as “revolutionary.” 


The disappearance of overt symptoms 
is by no means equivalent to the disap- 
pearance of basic processes. There is a 
relatively general opinion that even in 
so-called “recovery” cases among psy- 
chotic patients the underlying disease 
process is not “cured.”’ Schizophrenia, 
for example, cannot be “cured” by any 
amount of tranquilizing. 

No known drug can replace or short- 
cut psychotherapy or psychoanalysis. In 
some instances, the reduction of tran- 
quilizers of an overwhelming anxiety 
or excitation may facilitate psychothera- 
peutic exploration and reorganization; 
in other instances, such reduction may 
be actually detrimental to the progress 
of psychotherapy. 

Often a certain amount of anxiety is 
essential for the maintenance in the 
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patient of motivation for therapy. More- 
over, the emergence of anxiety during 
psychoanalysis is indicative of shifts 
in the psychic economy and defense 
systems; it should not be removed but 
analyzed. 

The drugs themselves may, on occa- 
sion produce anxiety, tension and even 
psychotic reactions (particularly de- 
pressions, which are among the com- 
plications of reserpine therapy.) 

These limitations to the use of the 
new drugs in neuroses are less appar- 
ent in psychoses. In very withdrawn 
and apparently deteriorated  schizo- 
phrenics the inability to contact is due 
to an intense internal anxiety. By de- 
creasing inner terror with the drugs, 
a return of contact and patient-thera- 
pist relationship may become possible. 


The Newest Drug to Emerge 


A wide variety of untoward effects 
accompany the use of both chlorproma- 
zine and reserpine. This necessitates 
considerable caution in their use. 


Azacyclonal -(Frenquel) has turned 
out to be the least promising of the 
new psycholeptic drugs. After the first 
enthusiastic report studies have been 
quite disappointing.’ . 

Its only use would appear to be in 
acute hallucinatory states, and even in 
this very limited area its efficacy seems 
doubtful. However, some dramatic re- 
sponses achieved with the drug warrant 
further inquiry. 

Meprobamate (‘Miltown, Equanil) is 
the newest of the emerging tranquiliz- 
ers and has become the best known be- 
cause of the especial attention be- 
stowed upon it by some “neurotic” 
quarters in Hollywood. 

Its major influence appears to be in 
the* direction of a moderate reduction 
of .anxiety..and tension ‘in néurotic 
states and In some regulation of the 
sleep patterns 
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‘No Effect’on the Primary Cause’ 


Its muscle-tension reducing action 
makes it useful in the treatment of 
some headaches related to muscular 
spasm. 


Meprobamate, chlorpromazine and 
reserpine are all useful in the treat- 
ment of alcoholic addiction. In with- 
drawal stages they usually control 
anxiety, restlessness, jitters, etc., and 
allow a smoother rehabilitation. The 
effect of chlorpromazine on delirium 
tremens is more dramatic than that of 
other drugs. 

The new drugs have no effect on the 
primary cause of any psychopathologi- 
cal state. They are symptomatic medi- 
cations which may—and often do not— 
arrest the evolution of some psychopa- 
thological sequence. 

Their major area of usefulness ap- 
pears to be in mental hospitals where 
the point of emphasis is on ward man- 
agement, where the rate of psychologi- 
cal recovery is low and moderate 
changes in unmanageable and excited 
patients have a significant influence 
on the “atmosphere”. of the - hospital 
setting. °

“A little suffering is one of the jovs 
of the free enterprise system.” This 
Statement was made in 1956 by Howard 
Pyle, an assistant to President Eise 
hower. It surprised and shocked man) 
people, and its perpetrator apologized 

This odd incident is related to Pro- 
fessor Fine’s new book of intellectual 
history in two, ways, First, the book 
makes it obvious that seventy years ago. 
Mr. Pyle’s remark would have caused 
no surprise and required no apolog, 
How we have changed! Second. afte: 
perusing Prof. 


Fine’s record of the 
sledge-hammer preaching of laissez 
faire doctrine, one stops being sur- 


prised by Mr. Pyle, or by Secretary 
Wilson's bird dog analogy, or Secretary 
Weeks’s eulogy of “caveat emptor.” The 
principles of laissez faire (and the devil 
take the hindmost) sank deeply into 
the American mind 
in. the. nineteenth 
century, and still 
underlie a good 
deal of our think- 
ing about social 
problems. 

Fine emphasizes 
the real heyday of 
the doctrine, when 
Herbert Spencer, 
and William Gra- 
ham Sumner were 
in full cry. Spen- 
cer's “Social Sta- 
tics” was for many 
educated and influ- 
ential Americans 
the ideal combination of philosophy and 
“political economy”; it had great influ- 
ence on the post-Civil War generation. 
Sumner of Yale was, perhaps, the great- 
est teacher of the period. 

Between them, Spencer and Sumner 
provided the rich and well-born with 
a comfortable code. Success was good, 
failure was bad: nature (or God) or- 
dained that the bad should suffer, and 
for the government or anyone else to» 
worry about them would interfere with- 
the perfect design. ‘The fact that a 
man is here;*said ‘Summer, “is no de-; 
mand upon other people that they shall; 
keep him alive and sustain him.” : 

Spencer and Sumner, who did not 
agree on everything—Sumner took a 
harsher view of humankind—were by- 
no means alone. Preachers in their. 
pulpits and professors in their class- 
rooms drove home the doctrine of “so- 
cial Darwinism.” Incidentally, an in, 
triguing sidelight of this book is the 
evidence it gives of “indoctrination” iT 
the universities. All through the Ivy: 
League the “truth” was being taught, 
and woe to the apostate. When pro- 
fessorial opponents of laissez faire ap- 
peared, it was to humanitarian prin 
ciples they appealed and social ethics: 
was the foundation of their teaching. - 

For the opposition did appear. Exact-- 
ly why is not made crystal clear. As; 
an “intellectual historian,” Prof. Fines 
seems to find the cause in the scientific 
historical approach of German econo- 
mists who influenced some young Amer-. 
ican scholars. More obvious causes,> 
such as “a little suffering,” are under-§ 
played in this book; but then, it is note 
a political and economic history. Ons 
the intellectual front, new ministers. 
arose to preach the “social gospel,” and; 
in the academic halls Sumner met his; 
match in Lester F, Ward and Richards 
T. Ely. Henry George and Edwarde 
Bellamy outsold Spencer, and John 
Dewey eclipsed him. 

The author tells both sides of the 
“conflict” fully and fairly and makes of- 
it an absorbing story of ideas.

NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 25 
(AP)—“I had to gamble, it was 
the only way to win,” a tired 
but happy Joe Brown said to- 
day, nursing a broken right 
hand but holding a newly-won 
lightweight championship as 
balm for his wounds. 

The 30-year-old ex-carpenter 
from New Orleans, who used 
quick reflexes and a stinging 
left jab as tools of his trade, 
finished with a whirlwind rally 
in the late rounds to lift Wal- 
lace (Bud) Smith's title last 
night. 

Brown, the target for Smith's 
pursuit during most of the na- 
tionally -televised 15 - rounder, 
smashed the 27-year-old Cincin- 
nati titleholder to the floor 
twice in the 14th round. Smith 


dazed and a target for Brown’s 
right in the final round. 

But the finishing right never 
came as the 9200 fans screamed 
for a knockout. 

“I couldn’t throw it,” Brown 


said as he squinted through | 


marks of battle over his eyes 
and on his cheekbone. 

“I broke the hand in the sec- 
ond round when I popped him 
on the chin,” he said, recalling 
the right that buckled Smith's 
knees. “I gambled in the 14th 
by throwing the first right since 


It really hurt Smith, too. He 
slumped to the canvas with 
blood streaming from his mouth 
and nose. He rose as the count 
reached seven, but Brown sent 
him sprawling again against the 
ropes. The bell sounded as the 
count reached nine with Smith 
on his knees. 

The decision, labeled “home- 
town” by Smith’s trainer, 
Adolph Ritacco, was split with 
one of the judges voting for 
Smith. Brown was ahead on 
Referee Roland Brown's card, 
12 rounds to three, and Judge 
Charles Dabney’s tab had 
Brown a 9-3-3 winner. Judge 
Frederick Adams voted for 
Smith 7-6-2. The AP had Smith 
ahead 8-7. 

X-ray examination of the 
hand showed a bone broken in 
the wrist and probably will 
shelve Brown for several weeks. 

Smith, who initiated most of 
the agression before the big 
crowd that paid a gross gate of 
$43,900, had no argument with 
the decision. 

“The. fellows who are paid 
to judge the fight, not me,” he 
said. 

Although the contract did not 
specifically call for a return 
match, Brown said he would 
gladly fight Smith again “any- 
where.” 

The victory was Brown's 61st 
against 14 losses and eight 
draws in his 10-year profes- 
sional career. At 133, he was 
one and one-half pounds lighter 
than Smith. 

Smith, who lost a non-title 
verdict to Brown earlier this 
year, suffered his 15th loss. 
He’s won 33 and fought five 
draws since turning profes- 
sional in 1948.
